•" WASHINGTON,''-May iVThc pre- 
liminary report'of coal stocks in the 
United- States, compiled from inlor-- 
mation received, in response to a re- 
quest from the1 United States Geolog- 
ical Survey, has been issued. This 
shows that on April 1 the total was 
estimated at about'37,000,000 tons, as 
compared with .the estimate oC 45,000- 
000 tons on January 1 and '10,000,000 
on April 1, .1920, and 57,900,000 on 
January 1, 1920. Coucernine the sit- 
uation' the report says: 


"Production ot bituminous coal de- 


clined-steadily from December, 3920, 
to the end of the coal year, Mavcli 81. 
fit late March' and early April the 
soft coal mines were working on the 
average onlj two or three 'clays a 
week. Mini; capacity, not theoretical 
but proven, and demonstrated trans- 
portation facilities;mifBcient to pro- 
duce another 6,000,000 tons of coal 
eve.ir .week, were and still are lying 
Ulie'. An army of men dependent on 
tho. mines for livelihood are unem- 
ployed, 01 at best working but a few 
hours a week. From a maximum of 
12,SOp,004> tons a week in December, 
production 'had sunk to a bare 6,000- 
COO tons, tho lowest point, except ot 
course, for the great strike of 19.19, 
touched since April, 1914.' Indeed, It 
the growth ot the country's, require- 
ments during the past seven years be 
considered, the present depression In 
the soft' coal industry is more acute 
than -that of 1914, and one must go 
back to tho panic oC 1893 to flnd its 
parallel. 


"Ai-flrst tnougit this profound slump 


in production- might give ground for 
alarm as to the sufficiency of next 
winter's supply of'coal. Before, ho\r- 
ever, it is asaunsd that the slump in 
output foretells a shortage of coal, 
two other facts must bo taken into 
account. The flrst fact is that the 
shimp w a s 
preceded by several 


•months of heavy production, which 
brought the total output in 1020 up to 
556,000,000 tons, exceeding -even the 
war-'TW, 1917, and approaching the 
record production OC 1918—579,000,000 
tons. Not all of this large output was 
coniumed or exported. Some millions 
of tons ot it wore added to consumers' 
stocks, and it was to be expected that 
these stocks would be drawn upon 
during tho late winter. The second 
fact to be remembered is that the 
elump in output was accompanied by 
a great cut in consumption, While 
complete data on current consumption 
arc lacking, there is enough evidence 
to. show that the combined domestic 
consumption and exports during the 
first quarter of 1921 were 20 per cent 
less than during tho first Quarter ot 
1920.' Comparing the'month of IMarch, 
1921, with March, 1920,'the decrease 
was about 3Q per cent.
